1.  HJRPOSE.    Hiis  notice  transmits  a  checklist  of  current  Federal 
regulations  relating  to  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  i^dministration's 
(UMIA)  programs.    This  checklist  functions  as  a  workir^  index  to 
regulations  governing  (or  applicable  to)  Federal  financial  assistance 
from  UMIA. 

2.  OONTENTS.    Attachment  1  lists  UMTA  and  related  Federal  regulations. 
This  checklist  is  provided  for  oonvenienoe  and  should  not  be  relied  cn 
in  Place  of  goveminq  statutes  or  terms  of  ocrttracts  car  grant 
aqreeaoaents.    Attachnent  2  provides  an  information  form  for  requesting 
copies  of  these  regulations. 

3.  CHECKIJST  MANAGEMENT.    The  regulations  checklist  will  be  xi^xiated  every 
six  months  and  mailed  to  UMIA  grantees.    (Regulations  frequently  will 
change  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  checklist,  therefore,  recipients 
should  monitor  the  Federal  Register  and  the  list  of  sections  affected 
as  described  in  paragraph  5.)    An  expiration  date  will  be  placed  on  the 
checklist.    If  a  grantee  has  not  received  an  i:tpdated  regulations 
checklist  to  replace  the  expired  one,  a  request  may  be  called  in  or 
mailed  to  the  UMIA  office  provided  in  paragraph  7. 

4.  REGUIATIONS  PUBLICATION.    Federal  regulations  are  made  publicly 
available  throu(^  the  Federal  Register  system.    The  Federal  Register 
system  is  conposed  primarily  of  two  major  publications;  the  Code  of 
Federal  Regulations  vMch  is  revised  annually,  and  the  Federal  Register 
v*iich  is  published  daily.    The  two  publications  must  be  used  together 
to  provide  an  vp-to-date  version  of  any  given  Federal  agency 
regulation. 

a.    The  Code  of  Federal  Regulations.    The  Code  of  Federal  Regulations 
(CFR)  is  the  basic  component  of  the  Federal  Register  publication 
system.    The  CFR  is  an  annually  revised  codification  of  general  and 
permanent  rules  published  in  the  Federal  Register  by  the  executive 
departments  and  agencies  of  the  Federal  government. 

The  CFR  is  divided  into  50  titles  according  to  subject  matter. 
Titles  represent  broad  areas  subject  to  regulation.    Titles  are 
divided  into  chapters,  chapters  are  divided  into  parts,  and  parts 
are  divided  into  sections. 

The  latest  edition  of  the  CFR  incorporates  changes  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  as  of  the  date  noted  on  the  cover.    Because  of  the 
changing  nature  of  the  CFR,  volumes  are  not  numbered  but  referenced 
by  the  parts  contained  in  them.    UMIA's  regulations  are  in 
Title  49,  Chapter  VI. 
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b.    The  Federal  Recfister.    The  Federal  Register  is  a  daily  publication  that 
provides  a  viniform  system  for  publishing  PresidentieG.  and  Federal  agency 
documents.    Ihe  Federal  Register  contains  certain  Presidenticil  documents, 
documents  of  general  applicability  and  legsd  effect,  and  documents 
required  to  be  published  by  statute  or  regulation.    In  addition,  each 
Federal  Register  contains  a  number  of  finding  aids  designed  to  make  the 
Federal  Register  system  easier  to  lase.    These  eiids  appear  at  the 
beginning  ar>d  end  of  each  issue. 

Changes  to  the  CFR  are  published  in  the  Federal  Register  as  codified 
regulations.    Hcwever,  not  all  documents  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  are  codified  in  the  CFR.    For  exanple,  a  notice  of  an 
environmental  studies  meeting  is  published  in  the  Federeil  Register,  but 
not  codified  in  the  CFR.    Another  exartple  voald  be  notices  of  proposed 
rulemaking  (NEFM's) ,  vAiich  are  new  regulations  or  amendments  to  existing 
regulations  that  are  under  consideration.    NERM's  are  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  to  give  interested  parties  the  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  rulemaking  process  before  adoption  of  the  regulation 
or  amendment  as  a  final  rule. 

METHOD  TO  ASSURE  KNCWIECGE  OF  THE  CURRENT  STATUS  OF  REGUIATIONS. 

a.  Regulations  issued  by  UMTA  and  the  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT) . 
Generally,  UMIA  sends  copies  of  significant  new  UMEA  or  DOT  regulations 
or  amendments  to  existing  UMTA  or  DOT  regulations  to  each  grantee  by 
means  of  a  "Dear  Colleague"  letter.    Grantees  eilso  are  informed  about  new 
regulations  or  amendments  to  existing  regulations  throu^  UMEA's  Regional 
Offices.    Hcwever,  grantees  shculd  follow  the  procedure  described  in 
paragraph  5b  for  keeping  \jp  with  regulations  to  assure  the  current  status 
of  any  Federal  regulation  including  those  issued  by  UMEA  or  DOT.  For 
further  guidance  on  using  the  Federal  Register  and  related  publications, 
grantees  may  wish  to  order  a  handbook  by  the  Government  Printing  Office 
(GPO)  entitled,  "The  Federal  Register:    What  It  Is  And  How  To  Use  It." 
(See  GPO  order  information  in  Attachment  2 . ) 

b.  Regulations  issued  by  other  Federal  agencies.    To  determine  vAiether  a 
particular  Part  of  the  CFR  has  been  amended  since  the  revision  date  on 
the  cover  of  the  volume,  the  grantee  needs  to  consult  the  List  of  CFR 
Sections  Affected  (ISA) ,  and  the  Cumulative  List  of  Parts  Affected.  The 
cumulative  list  of  Parts  Affected  appears  in  the  Reader  Aids  section  of 
the  daily  Federal  Register.    The  ISA  is  published  monthly  and  is  keyed  to 
the  CFR  volumes  by  Title,  Part,  and  Section.    Each  issue  of  the  ISA 
contains  detailed  explanations  on  how  to  use  the  publications,  and  a 
Parallel  Table  of  Authorities  and  Rules  displayir^  additions  and  removals 
of  authority  and  a  table  of  Federal  Register  pages  and  dates.    Both  the 
Cumulative  List  of  Parts  Affected  and  the  ISA  will  identify  the  Federal 
Register  volume  and  page  number  of  the  latest  amendment  of  any  given 
rule. 
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A  subject  index  to  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  is  continued  in  a 
separate  volume,  revised  annually  as  of  January  1,  entitled,  CFR 
Index  And  Finding  Aids.    Ttiis  volume  contains  the  Parallel  Table  of 
Statutory  Authorities  and  Agency  Rules  (Table  I  of  the  CFR  Index) , 
and  Acts  Requiring  Publication  in  the  Federal  Register  (Table  III  of 
the  CFR  Index) .    A  list  of  CFR  Titles,  Subtitles,  Chapters, 
Sx±)chapters,  and  Parts,  and  an  alphabeticcil  list  of  agencies 
publishing  in  the  CFR  also  are  included  in  this  volume.    There  also 
is  a  Federal  Register  Index  vMch  is  a  separate  publication  issued 
monthly  and  is  cumulated  for  12  months.    The  Federal  Register  Index 
is  based  on  a  consolidation  of  the  "Contents"  entries  in  the  daily 
Federal  Register. 

6.    PROCEDURES  FOR  ORDERING  REGUIATIONS.    The  following  steps  are  provided  to 
assist  requestors  in  ordering  Federal  regulations: 

a.    Read  Attachment  1  and  select  the  regulations  of  interest,  noting 


title  and  part  (for  example,  title:    49  CFR  -  Transportation,  Part: 


b.  Read  Attachment  2  and  select  an  ordering  option (s)  (if  individual 
titles  are  ordered,  call  the  Government  Printing  Office  for  price 
information) ;  and 

c.  After  selecting  an  option  (s) ,  either  call  the  Government  Printing 
Office  with  your  order,  or  write  the  Government  Printing  Office  (see 
Attachment  2) .    Incliade  all  pertinent  information  from  the  order 
information  form  in  Attachment  2  and  payrtent.
